Billy Graham's preaching suc- 
cesses have by no means been 
failures in end results as some 
claim. New York surveys indi- 
cate, for example, that the post- 
revival fault lay chiefly with the 
churches. Several thousand per- 
sons who had indicated, on coun- 
seling cards, their choice of a 
church to attend, never heard 
from them. 


Last year, for the first time, in- 
creased church membership did 
not quite match, percentagewise, 


the population growth. This is sig- | 


nificant—and causes considerable 
worry. 

There is, without question, a 
great increase in interest in re- 
ligion. But none seems able to 
analyze it. There are signs it is 
an interest in religion . . . but not 
always in being religiously ac- 
tive. Another question the church- 
es of America would like answered 
is how much of this interest 1s 
dictated by the desire for con- 
formity. 


Suburbs 


One of the features of our day 
is the expansion of suburbs. In 
the new residential suburbs it is 
noted if one does not attend 
church. The children want to go 
because their neighbors do. In the 
city, confined to huge apartment 
houses, there was no neighborly 
comparison. How much of the 
suburban interest is the conformi- 
ty of neighborhood? 


America is changing. The great 
population concentrations are pro- 
ducing pressures of great inten- 
sity. There are no answers for 
all the new problems growing out 
of the many changes. But what 
already is obvious is that the tre- 
mendous weight already felt by 
the schools and all public serv- 
ices is to be even heavier on the 
churches of America. 


The average congregation has 
little conception of the loads al- 
ready carried by usually small 
clergical staffs. The most valuable 
service the clergyman can per- 
form in building a friendly, en- 
thusiastic “family” at his church, 
for example, is to make calls. It 
is human nature to want to be 
noticed, to feel that one has 
status. 


But today the average congre- 
gation is growing at a tremendous 
rate. Calls take a great deal of 
time. And the average minister of 
the average congregation finds to 
his dismay he hasn’t the time. 


Crowded Cities 


What the usual congregation 
doesn’t know is that today’s 
crowded cities are producing an 
almost constant supply of daily 
eallers on the priests and pastors 
for advice and help. Few churches 
have a trained counselor. Yet, to 
all of them come troubled persons 
who need help about an alcoholic 
son, daughter, wife or husband. 
They come about children in trou- 
ble. They need to know what the 
minister thinks about divorce from 
a drink-sodden wife or husband— 
or a brutal one. They must listen 
to those who say they are lonely 
and unwanted. It may not be that 
more persons today are neurotic 
and troubled. But it is true that 
there are a great many more peo- 
penn a corresponding increase 

neurotics. 

No qualities of a seer are need- 
ed to knew-that in the years ahead 
this one service of the churches 
of America will be perhaps their 
most important. Crowded. cities 
multiply loneliness. Churches can- 
‘not fail to meet the needs of the 
troubled persons who turn to them.

House Panel Extends 
Wartime Excise Taxes 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The House Ways and 
Means Committee gave swift approval Wednesday to 
a bill to continue for another year present high war- 
time tax rates on cigarettes, liquor, automobiles and 


corporations. 


Only three members of the 25- 
man committee voted against the 
measure, which must clear Con- 
gress by June 30 to forestall a 
scheduled $2 billion annual reve- 
nue loss. That would wreck Presi- 
dent Ejisenhower’s hope for a 
balanced budget. 


The bill would continue until 
June 30, 1960, the present 10 per 
cent federal excise tax on new 
cars and the 8 per cent tax on 
auto parts and accessories. The 
rates were scheduled to drop to 
7 per cent and 5 per cent re-| 
spectively. | 


The measure also would fore- 
stall tax reductions of a penny a 
pack. on cigarettes, $1.50 a gallon 
on liquor and $1 a barrel on wine. 
The federal tax rates now are 
eight cents a pack on cigarettes, 
$10.50 a gallon on liquor and $9 a 
barrel on beer. 


The legislation also would con- 
tinue the present 52 per cent tax 
rate on corporations, preventing 
an automatic drop to 47 per cent. 


The present tax rates were im- 
posed during the Korean war to 
help finance the fighting. The war 
ended in 1953 but Congress never 
has seen its way clear to let them 


drop back to peacetime levels. 
Opposed to the bill in commit 


tee were Reps. Noah M. Mason 
(R-Ill.), James B. Utt (R-Calif.)

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Outlook at Geneva 
Isn't Too Promising 


The outlook at Geneva is not good. 

It has worsened with the Russian in- 
sistence that the Allies quit West Ber- 
lin and that the city be made a free zone 
under the direction of neutral troops. 
But if small contingents of U.S., British 
and French troops remain in West Ber- 
lin, they want Soviet troops admitted 
also. 

They would not, of course, grant the 
right of entry of Allied troops to East 
Berlin. And their plan would mean the 
not-so-slow swallowing of the city 
through Soviet infiltration. 

President Eisenhower has moved in 
with a strong, calm statement. He has 
said with truth that he sees no reason 
yet to hold a summit meeting. Unless 
the Russians are willl to make firm 
commitments about Western rights in 
Berlin, there will be no such meeting. 

The President carefully kept the door 
fully open. But he let it be known that 
he is in command of the talks going on 
in Geneva and that our representatives 
there will carry out his instructions. 

Nothing much was expected from 
Geneva except some sort of arrangement 
for a summit meeting. This may yet 
emerge. The Russians assuredly knew we 
would not accept their offer as we knew 
they would refuse ours. Once all the 
propaganda has been wrung out of the 
sessions, it may then be possible to find 
mutual grounds for a summit meeting. 

Meanwhile, Khrushchev rattles his 
rockets against Italy and Greece and is 
working mightily to wrest control of 
the Eastern Mediterranean through them 
and Arab countries in the Middle East. 
Thus far he has not been successful as 
his overtures and threats are rejected. 

One reason the West must stand firm 
in Berlin, of course, is that it has be- 
come a test of just how much confidence 
other free nations can place in Allied 
commitments. To surrender to Russian 
demands there would weaken disastrous- 
ly the entire Western position. 

The world needs a summit confer- 
ence if it is to be a sincere search for 
peace. But as Andrei Gromyko once said, 
“Governments are never sincere.” Still 
we can hope.

DeKalb Launches Move 
Toward City Services 


DeKalb County gradually will in- 
augurate municipal-type traffic enforce- 
ment during the next few weeks. As 
the fastest-growing county in Georgia, 
the action was inevitable. 

DeKalb is now an urban county. It 
grows more so. Its traffic ills are great 
and becoming greater. Enforcement of 
those regulations have been negligible 
and the number of accidents and fatali- 
ties has been increasing steadily. 

There is still confusion about how 
the courts will function in enforcing the 
new ordinances. It is important that 
some uniform system in accord with 
tested practices be worked out. Atlanta 
for years has worked at it and only re- 
cently has something approximating a 
satisfactory solution been worked out. 

DeKalb has had to face up to the 
many problems occasioned by growth. 
It remains to be seen whether a county 
government can successfully operate mu- 
nicipal services and how authority of 
incorporated areas can be accommodated 
in a countywide municipal government. 

At any rate, DeKalb County, as part 
of the metropolitan urban area, has simi- 
lar problems aa the rest of it. “Urban 
spraw!” is a reality with which the whole 
must cope.

Russell Again Saves’: 
Conservation Program 


While other aspects of the federal 
farm program keep the nation in quan- 
dary, that part of it pertaining to soil 
and water conservation is so important 
to the future that no sensible person 
reasonably can oppose it. 

This country has been more wasteful 
of its resources than any in _ history. 
Conservation of its soil and water will 
determine the living standards of its 
people for all time. The water problem 
already is acute and there are fewer 
acres of land per capita with each passing 
year. 

The American people again can thank 
Sen. Russell of Georgia for beating back 
attempts to curtail the conservation pro- 
gram drastically next year. This has 
been an annual battle for him and he 
again has won a victory for generations 
to come. 

As for the rest of the farm program, 
it apparently will remain about the 
same. Secretary Benson’s policies find 
Congress still hostile. His administra- 
tion of congressional programs, many of 
its members say, is costing unnecessary 
billions and aims at destroying the price 
support program. 

Continuation of the present price 
support program, President Eisenhower 
charges, is leading wheat farmers one 
step nearer disaster. Incentives for grow- 
ing more wheat, he says,-means farmers 
will continue to grow crops for storage 
rather than for markets. It ‘benefits es- 
pecially the large corporate farms. 

There is one thing for certain. Neither 
Congress nor Secretary Benson has 
come up with a program which will sus- 
tain a healthy agriculture while pre- 
venting the piling up of billions of dollars 
of surplus crops in the nation’s ware- 
houses. The 1959 farm bill is more of 
the same.

I visited the 
State Highway Department in 
July, 1958, to learn if they could 
tell me when this part of the 
highway would be built. I was 
told that the routing of this sec- 
tion of the perimeter highway 
was indefinite and that they 
might not even require my land. 

I recognize the need for a 
perimeter highway but do not

Report on State Hospital 


Was Milestone in History 


The Milledgeville State Hospital Report featured elsewhere in 
this issue represents a unique milestone in the history of mdicine in 
Georgia. It promises to supply the stimulus for a virtual renais- 
sance in providing adequate care and treatment for the mentally 


ill within our state. 


It is ironic that this awakening 
should be so long delayed. In- 
deed, as early as 1913 a plea was 
made in the pages of the Journal 
of the Medical Assn. of Georgia 
for a change in the public attitude 
toward mental illness and for bet- 
ter and more complete staffing of 
the mental hospitals in Georgia. 
This paper by Dr. Y. A. Yar- 
brough was followed by 11 other 
reports over the years, outlining 
inadequate conditions which pre- 
vailed in the Milledgeville State 
Hospital and making similar rec- 
ommendations for its improve- 
ment. 


Editor’s Note: The Constitu- 
tion is grateful to the Journal 
of the Medical Assn. of Georgia 
for permission to print this text 
of an editorial prepared for its 
June issue. We commend the 
association for this evidence of 
its sustained interest in and 
support of a better mental 
health program for the state. 


These inadequate facilities have 
been well known to most doctors 
and’ to many better-informed lay- 
men over the state. But in spite 
of these facts the prevailing wide- 
spread public apathy apparently 
remained unchanged. Those best 
qualified to make unbiased rec- 
ommendations for improving the 
situation were powerless since 
their counsel was never sought. 


With the majority of other 
states having already made great 


_ strides in the care of their men- 


tally ill, the time for the State of 
Georgia to take similar action 
seemed long overdue. 

Into this seemingly insoluble 
deadlocked situation a young re- 
porter for The Atlanta Constitution 
was dispatched to Milledgeville 


to investigate the institution from 


a newspaperman’s point of view. 
Many conditions found to prevail 
at Milledgeville State Hospital by 
this reporter were startling and 
provided material for a series of 
feature articles in The Constitu- 
tion. Because of its wide circula- 
tidn and readership over the State 
of Georgia, citizens throughout 
the state were shocked and de- 
manded that something be done. 

The governor was quick to arise 
to the occasion and immediately

institution 
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sought expert advice. At the re- 
quest of the governor, the presi- 
dent of the Medical Assn. of Geor- 
gia appointed a committee of five 
doctors, two of whom were psy- 
chiatrists, to investigate personal- 
ly all aspects of the operation of 
Milledgeville State Hospital with 
particular attention to be paid to 
the irregular practices reported in 
the series of newspaper articles. 

It was encouraging at the out- 
set that all five doctors who were 
originally asked to serve on this 
committee accepted without res- 
ervation. They took leave of their 
practices and went to work im- 
mediately. They served without 
compensation during the entire 
period of the investigation and 
gave unstintingly of their time 
and energies. These men had the 
expert aid of the legal counsel of 
the Medical Assn. of Georgia 
throughout the period of the in- 
vestigation. The legal and steno- 
graphic costs were borne gladly 
by the Medical Assn. of Georgia. 


The superb job that these men 
have done in the cause of mental 
health for the State of Georgia 
cannot be overestimated. The doc- 
ument speaks for itself and will 
indeed provide a bright spot in 
the annals of medicine and psy- 
chiatry in Georgia. Already posi- 
tive action has been taken by the 


governor toward the reorganiza-’ 


tion of the State Mental Hospital 
and increased allocations are to 
be made in the state budget to 
underwrite these changes. 

Gov. Vandiver is to be congratu- 
lated for his forthright stand on 
the issue and for his wisdom in 
calling for an immediate investi- 
gation by a committee of physi- 
cians eminently qualified and 
without bias. The Medical Assn. 
of Georgia is grateful to have had 
a part in this useful public serv- 


ice and is particularly proud of 


its members who served so well. 
Finally, the citizens of Georgia 
are to be commended for their 
manifestation of increased in- 
terest in the care and treatment 
of our mentally ill. It is earnestly 
hoped that this interest will be 
sustained in order that our State

WASHINGTON—AIl is not well in the Pen- 
tagon. The most lacerating interservice con- 
troversies again are pouring over 


into the 


headlines. There is the Army-Air Force controversy over the Nike- 
versus-Bomarc anti-bomber, anti-missile missile. There is the Pen- 
tagon-Congress controversy over whether the Defense Department or 
the politicians shall decide which of these weapons will better do 


the job. 

There is the Navy-Air Force 
controversy over the Polaris-fir- 
ing submarine which, because it 
delivers a 1,500-mile missile, the 
Air Force yearns to take over. 

Army Secretary Brucker is in 
the doghouse—somebody’s dog- 
house. Army Chief of Staff Gen. 
Maxwell Taylor is in the dog- 
bouse—as Gen. Matthew Ridg- 
way was before him. And Chief 
of* Naval Operations Adm. Ar- 
leigh Burke may well be in the 
doghouse when the full facts of 
the abandoned $441,000,000 pro- 
gram to get an operational long- 
range jet naval bomber, the Sea- 
master, come out. 

But these controversies are the 


effects, not the cause, of this 
sorry spectacle. 
The cause is the continuing, 


bitter, damaging and disgraceful 
struggle to be first—the struggle 
for priority and dominance — 
among the Army, Air Force and 
Navy.

They are the prisoners 
of service pressures they can- 
not, under the present setup, 
successfully resist—as have been 
their predecessors. 

What is clear at this stage is 
that the defense reorganization 
which the administration put 
through Congress last year is not 
yet equal to the problem and that 
if separate, competing com- 
mands of the three services can- 
not remove the extremes of inter- 
service jealousy and strife, then 
further steps are imperative.

Judge Durwood T. Pye Wednes- 
day cited Atlanta Newspapers, 
Inc. on contempt of court charges 
in connection with news articles 
published by The Atlanta Journal 
and The Atlanta Constitution con- 
cerning the Jim Meriweather 
robbery case. 

The contempt order was read 
in open court some two hours 
after Judge Pye declared the 
Meriweather trial a mistrial. 


The text of the order signed by 
Judge Pye follows: 


“1. The case of The State vs. 
James Pyles, Walter Dovie 


Turner, alias “Buck”, and Harold 


James Merriweather, Clerk’s No. 
77153, in which said defendants 
were charged in Count 1 with the 
crime of robbery from the person 
of Herman Mitchell, and charged 
in Count 2 with the crime of rob- 
bery from the person of C. T. 
Meyers, each of said charges 
being a capital offense, com- 
menced against Harold James 
Merriweather alone and separately 
in said Court before a jury on 
June 2, 1959, and by consent of 
counsel for The State and counsel 
for Harold James Merriweather 
the jury were permitted to be 
dispersed to go to their homes at 
the conclusion of the business of 
the Court on June 2, 1959, with 
instructions to return to the jury 
room on the following morning of 
June 3, 1959, the Court recessing

o had declared a mistrial in 
the robbery trial of Harold James 
Meriwether. 


After the judge signed the mis- 
trial order and issued the con- 
tempt rule, state and defense at- 
torneys immediately began se 
lecting another jury to re-try the 
case. 


When all panels of available 
jurors were exhausted about 3 
p.m., Judge Pye ordered the coun- 
ty’s jury box brought in and be- 
gan drawing jurors who were to 
be subpoenaed Wednesday night 
to appear in court Thursday morn- 
ing. 


In the mistrial order, Judge 
Pye charged Atlanta Newspapers, 
Inc., published stories containing 
material “‘calculated to prevent 
said defendant from obtaining a 
fair trial and due process of law.” 


The order cited that some of 
the jurors read the stories which 
appearc! in two editions of the 
Atlanta Journal on Tuesday and 
in two editions of The Atlanta 
Constitution on Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

Judge Pye set out in the mis- 
trial order that defense attorney 
Frank Hester “‘brought to the at- 
tentiorf of the court the publica- 
tion by Atlanta Newspapers, Inc., 
of material concerning the case 
and the defendant on trial...” 


As the trial opened Wednesday 
morning, Judge Pye pointed out 
to the defense attorney that two 
news stories had appeared which 
“could influence” the thinking of 
jurors. He asked Hester what he 
wanted to do about it. 


Hester, who said he did not 
want to waive any of his client’s 
rights, asked for a poll of the 
jury. Six jurors said they had 
read one or both of the stories, 
three said they had not read 
either of them, and the others 
said they only read the headlines. 


Hester then moved for a mis- 
trial and Judge Pye granted it. 


The judge cited an 1893 decision 
of the Georgia Supreme Court in 
which it was held that newspa- 
pers may only “report what has 
already taken place in the court- 
room.” 


Judge Pye said in the contempt 
rule that each publication of the 
said articles (four publications 
are cited) “is here charged as an 
offense.”

that the conference will achieve 
the “clear commitment _ that 
Western rights and privileges will 
not be impeded in West Berlin’’ 
which President Eisenhower 
called for in Washington Wednes- 
day. 


The four foreign ministers 
agreed to meet again Thursday 
afternoon in restricted session at 
the Villa of Maurice Couve de 
Murville, French foreign min- 
ister. Wednesday's meeting took 
place in the lakeside villa of Sec- 
retary of State Christian A. 
Herter. 


The Western objective in the re- 
stricted sessions has been to 
elicit from Gromyko what price 
he places upon an agreement 
which will guarantee rights of 
access until reunification of Ger- 
many €nd which will codify those 
rights against violation by either 
the Soviet Union or the East Ger- 
mans. 


Authoritative sources said at 
this afternoon's talks the Soviet 
foreign minister was induced to 
explain in detail the Soviet posi- 
tion. His explanations dealt with 
the Soviet view on freedom of ac- 
cess from West Germany to the 
Allied garrisons and to the civil- 
jan population of West Berlin. 


The last point is of greatest 
importance to the Western pow- 
ers. They do not fear Soviet or 
East German action against their 
own lines of communication to the 
Berlin garrisons. They do fear 
hidden pressure in the form of de- 
lays on import and export licenses 
and bureaucratic interference with 
barge and railroad traffic. 


Such interference, even if it af- 
fected only 20 per cent of the 
West Berlin economy, would have 
serious effects in the British view.

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The ‘Pinta’ Doesn’t Know Columbus, 
She Brings Georgia Shrimp to You

DARIEN—The ‘Pinta’ had a 
rock and roll that would make 
Presley blush in shame. Her 
bow dipped deep as she plowed 
through the choppy waters 
some 40 miles off the Georgia 
coast. Lurching and leaning, 
she answered every demand of 
her expert skipper, Capt. Hugh 
Burrows of Valdosta. 


The sturdy, 55-foot boat was 
getting a real workout as she 
was put through the paces of 
the daily search for shrimp 
that would at length find the 
way to dinner tables throughout 
the state. 


The Pinta’s search this day 
began long before dawn. She 
was skillfully slipped from her 
moorings at Sea Pack Dock 
about 3:30 a.m., the lights of 
the channel markings winking 
a flirting farewell. After getting 
his boat safely underway, 
“Capt'n Hugh” turned the wheel 
over to his one-man crew, Bob 
Hawkins, the Negro seaman 
who's been working aboard the 
Pinta for eight years (for this 
particular journey, the crew 
was supplemented by a Consti- 
tution reporter and photogra- 
pher). 


REPAIRS NETS 


Then Capt’n Hugh settled on 
a small stool in the stern to re- 
pair his fishing nets, the naked 
light bulb casting an ‘eerie glow 
as his needle nipped and tucked 
with the efficient speed of an 
able-bodied seamstress. 


Constitution photographer 
Billy Downs, his complexion 
blending beautifully with the 
billious green of the water, 
managed to capture the scene 
with his camera. 


The Pinta had fought her way 
past Sapelo, Blackbeard and St. 
Catherines islands when, just 
after dawn, Capt’n Hugh sig- 
naled Bob to drop the try-net 
for the day’s first sampling of 
the fishing ground. By now, 
more than a dozen similar craft 
from various docks were in 
view. ship’s radio crackled 
as skippeéts made reports of 
their try-net yields for neigh- 
boring shrimpers. 


The Pinta’s try-net dragged 
the ocean’s floor for some 20 
minutes before being hoisted 
aboard to disgorge its catch. 
The skipper inspected the con- 
tents, returned the try-net to the 
depths and ordered the main 
net dropped, where it would 
rake the bottom for more than 
two hours. 


Back in the pilot house, Capt’n 
Hugh relaxed over gulps of 


_ strong coffee Bob prepared in 


the boat’s compact galley. A 
hefty man in his 60s, the skip- 
per gave the impression of an 
affable Wallace Berry as he re- 
called earlier days as a shrimp- 
er. Veteran of more than forty 
years in the business, nearly 
all of which has been spent 
around his native Valona, he 
has an accident-free record. 


Although he and his wife 
have no children, they have lots 
of nieces and nephews, most of 
whom welcome any opportunity 
to accompany Uncle Hugh when 
he takes out one of his six 
boats. “My family has been 
after me to quit this business 
for years,”’ he revealed, ‘“‘but I 
Couldn’t ever stand just stayin 
around the docks.”’ ) 


He observed that “things are 
a lot different now than in the 
old days, what with ship-to- 
shore and ship-to-ship radio, au- 
tomatic pilots and the like.” 
Such equipment has, of course, 
made shrimping easier, and 
lessened worries of his wife. 


“‘Nowadays,”’ Capt’n Hugh con 
tinued, “I can get on the ra- 
dio and be hooked up to the 
house in five minutes.”’ 


WIFE WON’T COME 


In the early years of their 
marriage, Mrs. Burrows went 
along on the breadwinning out- 
ings ‘‘once in a while.” But aft- 
er being at sea during ‘‘one of 
the worst Nor’ easterns we've 
ever had,”’ she limited her ac- 
tivities to Jures of the landlub- 
ber. Mrs. Burrows does, how- 
ever, turn part of her husband’s 
catch into delectable dishes at 
the dinner table. 


Capt'n Hugh interrupted the 
conversation to set the auto- 
matic pilot and join Bob on 
deck to bring up the huge net, 
groaning under its weight 
of miscellaneous marine mat- 
ter. The net was heaved aboard 
to disgorge a catch that was 
to be typical of several hauls 
during the day: 


There were dozens of the gel- 
atin-like jelly fish, plague of the 
fishermen since there is no 
practical use for them, glisten- 
ing evilly in the sun; a baby 
shark, measuring little more 
than three feet in length flopped 
among slinky silver eels; more 
than a dozen species of fish of 
all sizes (some of which Bob 
culled to cook) and seaweed of 
bright yellow, fuchsia and tan. 


Evidently the blue crabs, a 
patch of orange marking the 
thousands of eggs they carried, 
wage the smarter of the cap- 
tive species. They scampered 
quickly to the rectangular open- 
ings of the boat, dropping once 
more into the water. 
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Inch- stealing dress of 
Arnel® cotton ruffled with 
Venice-type bodice trim. 
Built-in crinoline whooshes 
out the full skirt. BLUE, 
PINK or BLACK checkered 
with white. 
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Scattered throughout the 
catch were the plump, grey 
shrimp, object of the day’s hunt. 
These Capt'n Hugh and Bob 
quickly separated from the mis- 
cellaneous matter, putting them 
into a large bucket. The useless 
species were pushed back to 
sea. 


The skipper and his crew 
turned their attention to the 
shrimp, and, with one quick, 
deft motion of thumb and fore- 
finger, ‘“‘headed”’ the catch, 
leaving only the plump bodies 
that would be packed for sea- 
food counters of supermarkets. 
These went into the ice-filled 
hold. There they remained un- 


til the Pinta returned to the 
dock where hands were waiting 
to pack them for shipping. 


It was late afternoon when 
Capt'n

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Hugh decided, much to

the photographer's relief, to 
head the Pinta toward home 
base. Enroute, the skipper 
leaned from the pilot house to 
point out herds of cattle along 
island beaches (“‘they’re trying 
to escape the flies on the is- 
land,” Capt’n Hugh explained); 
rocks from all over the world 
that lined the edges of another 
island, and traces of a pier 
where ships from all nations 
tied up for inspection years ago. 


Passing Blackbeard Island, 
Capt’n Hugh observed that 
“folks say there’s lots of treas- 
ure buried there somewhere. 
Every year a lot of people flock 
to the island to search. But I've 
never heard of anyone finding 
a buried treasure chest.” 


And Capt'n Hugh has never 
been among those buried-treas- 
ure seekers. He finds his treas- 
ure under the sea.

Summer 


Q. I know it is late in the 
season to be asking this, but is 
it worthwhile to have my car 
made ready for summer driv- 
ing? J. B., Dallas. 


A. Auto experts agree some 
maintenance jobs should be 
done every spring, J. B. 


Spring is the time when you 
should pay real attention to the 
radiator and cooling system. 
Radiator repair or replacement 
is expensive. You're increasing 
re chance that you'll need such 

a job if you don’t have anti- 
freeze drained and replaced by 
clear water. 


ADD RUST INHIBITOR 


The rust inhibitors in perma- 
nent antifreezes often wear out 
during a normal winter’s driv- 
ing. Eventually, the antifreeze 
in your engine may actually en- 
courage corrosion and damage 
the radiator and water pump or 
even the cylinder block. 


When your radiator has been 
drained add to the water one of 
the good rust inhibitors. Your 
service station attendant can 
recommend one. Then next fall, 
have the radiator flushed again 
and fresh antifreeze put in for 
your winter driving. 

If summer means a lot of va- 
cation driving, J. B., you're 
naturally interested in good gas 
economy. You should have the 
motor tuned every six months, 
anyway, and before you start on 
a long hot summer trip, it’s 
almost a ‘“‘must.”” A good tun- 
ing job that includes cleaning 
spark plugs, checking your en- 
gine’s timing and adjusting its 
carburetor can increase your 
gas mileage as much as 20 per 
cent. 


USE SUMMER OIL 


It’s a good idea to have the 
oil filter checked and oil 
changed—depending, of course, 
on how many miles you've driv- 
en since you last had this- 
maintenance done. Don’t forget, 
too, that your car performs bet- 
ter in summer with heavier oil 
than winter oil. Your owner's 
manual will tell you what 
weight oil you need. If you 
don't have the book handy, tell 
the serviceman what kind of 
use your car gets and let him 
recommend the proper weight 
and grade. 


Remember that summer driv- 
ing, particularly long trips over 
hot highways, is hard on tires. 
Have yours inspected before you 
start any long, high-speed trip. 
Replace any that are worn 
smooth or are starting to crack 
on the sidewalls.

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Color and Dairy Products 


Are the Bywords for June

Colorful is the byword for a 
June meal, in fact for all June 
meals. And it’s not just the reds, 
greens, and purples we are talk- 
ing about, because the whites, 
yellows and oranges of dairy 
foods give the summer menu 
coutrast of shade which in turn 
makes for more eye appeal, as 
well as taste appeal. 


The dairy industry tradition- 
ally celebrates June as dairy 
month because dairy production 
reaches its peak during early 
summer, and plentiful supplies 
are available to consumers. You 
are urged to use milk, butter, 
cheese, and ice cream while 
they are abundant. 


Eggs are the brightest spot at 
the poultry counters. Prices are 
as low as they have been in 
some years. There are two rea- 
sons for the abundance of eggs, 
reports Mrs. Betty Alexander, 
extension consumer information 
specialist. The first is that there 
are 3 per cent more laying hens 
than we had a year ago at this 
same time. Secondly, these hens 
are producing more eggs than 
were available last year. 


UP AND DOWN 


Poultry counters are alight 
all up and down, because broil- 
er-fryers too can give you a 
good meat at cheaper prices. 
Especially since the cook-out 
boom is on, chicken is in de- 
mand. 


The retail price of meats re- 
mains about the same. Watch 
for store specials for best 
values. Some pork cuts are ap- 
pearing at higher prices, but 
hams, picnics and bacon are 
being featured by many retail 
outlets. Prices on sausage are 
declining, due to less demand 
in hot weather. 


Most beef prices remain 
steady. The greatest economy at 
the beef counter will likely be 
found in store specials. Fresh 
and frozen fish are in ample 
supply. Attractive luncheon 
meat specials are offered for 
quick meals. 


Early varieties of Georgia 
peaches are coming to the mar- 
kets. The peak of supply is 
about 2 to 3 weeks away. Prices 
will likely decline as volume 
shipments start. Watermelons 
are cheaper this week. Canta- 
loupe prices will be at last 


week’s level. Citrus supplies are | 


not as abundant, but quality is 
still good. Strawberries, blue- 
berries, grapes, plums and cher- 
ries are in some fruit displays 
this week. Bananas remain 
about the same in price and 


showing lower prices this week, 
while others remain at last 
week’s levels. Green beans, 
squash, peppers and cucumbers 
are showing price declines. To- 
matoes, carrots and celery have 
advanced some at wholesale 
level, but will be at last week's 
levels at retail. Lettuce remains 
attractively priced, and local 
greens continue in good supply. 
Red bliss potatoes are cheaper, 
while others are retailing at 
the same to slightly higher. 


Milk, the product of the hum- 
ble cow, claims the high rank 
of being nature’s most perfect 
food.

MILK INCREASE 


For several years we have 
had an increase in milk output 
per cow, and it is anticipated 
that 1959 will continue this pat- 
tern. The total output is ex- 
pected to run slightly above 
1958, and even higher than the 
1957 record of 125.9 billion 
pounds. May and June are big 
production months of the year. 
Consequently, all dairy products 
will be in plentiful supply and 
much attention will be given to 
their usage. 

Nutritionists recommend the 
following number of eight-ounce 
glasses daily:

Approval of a plan to keep ’em 
down on the farm was announced 
Wednesday. 


Abit Massey, director of the 
State Department of Commerce, 
said the final green light has 
been given to a program to help 
scotch the population exodus from 
rural counties. 


The plan, under study for al- 
most three months, is being joint- 
ly sponsored by the Department 
of Commerce, Georgia Tech’s In- 
dustrial Development Branch and 
Georgia Rural Electrics. 


Massey said the plan involves 
a series of workshops to be held 
in “‘needy” counties where heavy 
population losses are being re- 
corded. 


The workshops will be designed | 


to show locaj citizens the way 
to attract and hold industry, 
Massey said. In counties where 
there is no industry-getting or- 


leaders will be guided in setting 
up such groups, he added. 


Local groups taking part in the 
program will put up $50 to finance 
the workshop. Rural electric 
groups will pay $75 and the De- 
partment of Commerce and Geor- 
gia Tech will pay the rest. Earlier, 
Massey estimated the total cost 
of the workshops at about $250 
each, plus travel expenses. 

The workshops will be conducted 
by experts in planning from 
Tech’s Industrial Development 
Branch.

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Poor Roads 
Hurt State, 
Pope Says 


VALDOSTA (#—Poor highways 
are costing Georgia dollars in 
terms of income from tourists and 
industry, Lonnie A. Pope, execu- 
tive assistant to the State High- 
way Board, said Wednesday. 


In a speech before the Val- 
dosta Rotary Club, Pope said 
Georgia has made a determined 
effort in the past decade to at- 
tract new industries. 


“We are developing from a 
strictly agricultural state to one 
that is balanced with agriculture 
and industry,” he said. 


Pope pointed out that the states 
that have good transportation 
systems—good highways—will get 
the new industries. 


GO OUT OF WAY 
What is the situation now? 


Pope said that: 


1. “Georgia is being bypassed 
every day by tourists traveling 
up and down the East Coast. 
Many of them travel miles and 
miles out of their way to avoid 
bumpy and dangerous rides over 
our roads. We are losing the 
tourist dollar which is so impor- 
tant to our economy because our 
highways are full of cracks, 
patches and potholes. 


2. “Industries are demanding 
better roads. 


3. “Our own citizens are writ- 
ing letters every day to the 
Highway department deploring 
the condition of our highways. 

“Our primary objective for the 
next four years,”’ Pope said, “will 
be to speed up (the interstate 
highway system) as fast as pos- 
sible. It is imperative that we 
keep apace with the other states 
in these highways... .”’ 

“At the present time, in the 
highway department,” Pope said, 
‘“‘we are faced with the dilemma 
of barely being able to match 
federal funds and pay off our 
existing obligations, at a time 
when our roads are in worse con- 
dition than at any other period 
in our history.” 


HERE’S FINANCIAL PICTURE 


Pope outlined this picture of 
Highway department ‘funds: 


Total appropriation for the next 
fiscal year—$57,500,000. 


Amount earmarked for federal- 
aid projects—27 million dollars. 

Earmarked for maintenance— 
11 million dollars. 


Rural roads bonds—$7,500,000. 


Bridge Authority and State Of- 
fice Building Authority bonds— 
$3 million. 


Fixed expenses—$7,750,000. 
Reserve—$1,342,414. 


“This leaves not one penny for 
county and city contracts and 
100 per cent state-aid projects at 
a time when every county in 
Georgia and most of our cities are 
desperately in need of road im- 
provements,’’ Pope said.

Nine supervisory positions with 
the Georgia Milk Commission are 
being abolished according to Clif- 
ton A. Ward, chairman-director 
of the commission. 


Ward, who was named head ot 
the commission following its trans- 
fer to the State Department of 
Agriculture earlier this year, said 
reorganization of the commission 
was done in such a manner that 
the supervisory positions would be 
of little or no value to the com- 
mission. 


Ward pointed out also that the 
abolishment of the nine supervisor 
position was in keeping with econ- 
omy measures in state govern- 
ment called for by Gov. Vandiver. 


The nine commission supervis- 
ors whose positions have been 
abolished are: A. E. Wheeler Jr., 
Homerville; Brooks C. Robertson, 
Manchester; L. T. Raulerson, 
Haylow; John §S. McElmurray, 
Hephzibah; Tom Mabry, Ameri- 
cus; Elbert Hill, Macon; Leroy 
Hendricks, Savannah; J. L. Bent- 
ley, Thomaston, and ‘H. F. Bag- 
gett, Moultrie.
